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President's  Message  to  the  Class  of  201 2 


In  his  charge  to  graduates  to  conclude  Commencement  ceremonies,  Elon 
University  President  Leo  M.  Lambert  encouraged  graduates  to  use  their 
education  as  a  force  for  good  in  the  world. 

“You  have  all  been  prepared  in  the  great  liberal  arts  tradition  to  possess  incredibly 
important  and  useful  skills,  such  as  writing,  research,  analysis,  persuasion,  and 
critical  thinking,”  Lambert  said.  “ You’ve  combined  these  with  strong  majors  and 
experiences  in  the  world  through  international  study,  community  engagement, 
and  leadership  challenges  that  have  positioned  you  for  success.  And  today,  of  all 
days,  you  should  be  proud  of  your  success  and  your  competence.” 

He  then  asked  graduates  to  remember  the  virtue  of  humility  in  all  that  they  do 
with  their  lives,  citing  how  fortunate  they  are  compared  to  the  world's  overall 
population  to  have  a  degree  from  a  liberal  arts  institution. 

“I  hope  that  privilege  keeps  you  feeling  humble  and  mindful  of  your  responsibility 
to  others  in  the  wider  world  lacking  food,  basic  health  care,  peace,  justice,  and 
even  the  barest  opportunity  to  create  a  better  world  for  their  kids.  Never  be  afraid 
to  reach  out  to  others  to  help  them  create  meaningful  and  positive  change  in  their 
lives.  This  is  what  your  Elon  education  compels  you  to  do.” 

Lambert  shared  with  graduates  the  meaning  behind  a  young  oak  sapling  that 
each  member  of  the  Class  of  201 2  received  as  a  gift  from  the  Office  of  Alumni 
Engagement  following  the  ceremony.  “Plant  your  young  tree,  and  let  it  serve  as 
a  reminder  that  you  have  been  prepared  by  your  education  to  be  a  strong  force 
for  good  in  the  world,”  he  said.  “Remember  too  that  we  are  the  Phoenix.  We  have 
faith  in  the  promise  of  renewal  and  of  new  beginnings.  God  bless  and  Godspeed. "

-Ions  School  of  Communications  teaches  students  to  become  effective  communicators  who  contribute  to  today’s  digital 
global  age  through  thought  and  various  forms  of  media.  Around  1,000  students,  about  20  percent  of  Elon’s  undergraduate 
enrollment,  major  in  Communications.  Elon’s  communications  program,  along  with  17  other  communications  programs 
at  private  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States,  is  nationally  accredited  by  ACEJMC,  the  highest  level  of  program 
quality  in  mass  communications  and  journalism.  This  year  the  School  of  Communications  has  added  a  new  major,  Sport 
and  Event  Management,  to  the  four  other  majors  offered  through  the  program:  Journalism,  Strategic  Communications, 
Communication  Science  and  Media  Arts  and  Entertainment.  Professional  internships  are  a  graduation  requirement 
that  encourage  students  to  seek  experience  outside  the  classroom.  Elon  offers  summer  communications  programs  in 
Los  Angeles  and  New  York  as  well  as  opportunities  much  closer  to  home  on  Elon’s  campus.  Communications  students 
participate  in  student  organizations  including  Elon’s  weekly  newspaper,  The  Pendulum,  the  school  radio  program, 
WSOE,  the  student-run  communications  agency,  Live  Oak,  and  the  student  yearbook,  Phi  Psi  Cli.  Forty  faculty  members 
help  guide  students  to  realize  their  potential  impact  on  the  world  around  them  and  have  contributed  to  building  a  strong 
communications  program  that  is  evident  through  most  aspects  of  everyday  Elon  life.

WACKY  EARLY  WEATHER 

From  Alaska  to  New  England,  the  United  States  was  hit  hard  with 
some  wacky  fall  weathe,r  leaving  thousands  of  people  in  need  of  help. 
A  huge  noreaster  struck  New  England  just  in  time  for  Halloween,  so 
trick-or-treaters  were  sent  trudging  in  their  costumes  through  the 
snow.  Over  3  million  were  left  without  power,  some  for  nearly  a  week. 
Some  areas  broke  October  snow  level  records  with  recordings  up  to  30 
inches.
